Sierra Madre voters will go to the polls Tuesday, Dec. 4. to 
decide three issues comprising a $125,000 City School bond 
election. Polls will be open tram 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. Only one bal¬ 
loting station has been designated for this election—the City 
Elementary School, 141 W. Highland. 

Purpose of the election is to satisfy a legal technicality 
only and, although members of the School Board are not allowed 
to express an opinion, there arei no known backers for any of 
the three ballot proposals. By merely having the election, re¬ 
quirements of the Field Act are met regarding personal liability 
of board members for claims 
arising from earthquake dam¬ 
age. 

Unofficial speakers have ap¬ 
peared recently at meetings of 
many Sierra Madre organiza¬ 
tions, all advocating "no” votes 
on the three issues. In addi¬ 
tion, a citizens’ committee last 
week circulated an open letter 
explaining why the election is 
being held and assuring voters 
that the present school build¬ 
ing "is in a very satisfactory 
condition and that it is fully 
capable of withstanding the 
force of a moderate earth¬ 
quake.” This letter, signed by 
10 prominent citizens, also 
urged defeat of all three propo¬ 
sitions. 

On their ballots next Tues¬ 
day, voters will find the fol¬ 
lowing propositions: 

"PROPOSITION NO. 1: Shall 
the Sierra Madre City School 
District of Los Angeles County,

wings, the auditorium, and the

On a 3- :o-2 split vote, the City Council adopted Tuesday night 
a “clarifyii g” resolution regarding sideyard provisions of the 
zoning ordinance. Councilmen Noren Eaton and Charles James 
voted “no” on the resolution which rules that the 5-foot sideyard 
shall be measured from the property line to the building’s foun¬ 
dation, not from the roof eaves. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Councilman Henry Korsmeier, 
also stipulated that the projec¬ 
tion of eaves shall not extend 
closer than 3 feet from the 
property line. 

“That’s one of the reasons 
why the building situation in 
Sierra Madre is what it is,” 
declared Councilman Eaton in 
explaining his “no” vote. “Cer¬ 
tain city officials are volun¬ 
teering information and inter¬ 
pretations . . . and this is not 
right. The council has no right 
to authorize people to break 


the law. . . . The council has 
no right to change the ordi¬ 
nance which the building in¬ 
spector should have read. If so, 
amend it in the correct man¬ 
ner, not by resolution.” 

Mr. Eaton said the zoning 
ordinance defines a sideyard 
as an area of 5 feet unobstruct¬ 
ed from the ground to the sky. 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
disagreed with Mr. Eaton’s in¬ 
terpretation and said it is “the 
universal interpretation that

NEWS URGES ‘NO’ VOTES 
ON ALL THREE PROPOSALS 


A misunderstanding of the purpose of next Tuesday's school 
bond election could cost Sierra Madre taxpayers a needless 
SI 25.000. 

Let's remember that virtually no one wants any of the 
three ballot proposals to pass. You are NOT voting against the 
school if you reject the three proposals. In fact, in our opinion the 
opposite is true. Passing one or more of the issues will constitute 
a definite DISSEHVICE to the school. 

The $125,000 which is asked to "earthquake-proof" the school 
building would be better used at some future date for con¬ 
structing more classrooms. The present building is considered 
structurally in "very satisfactory condition" and is fully capable 
of withstanding a moderate earthquake. 

Keep in mind that the only reason for this election is to 
remove the personal liability of School Board members—that is, 
to get them off the legal "hook." The unusually rigid require- 
ments of the Field Act make school trustees carry an unlimited 
personal liability for earthquake damage claims unless the 
voters have a chance to decide whether the rehabilitating work 
Is necessary. The county counsel, the State Division of School 
Architecture, and the local school architects all are said to have 
declared the present building safe. 

By voting down not just one, nor two, but all three of the 
propositions next Tuesday, requirements of the law will have 
been met.

If you like whole cranberries in 
a thick preserve-syrup, this is the 
recipe for you. The secret of this 
sauce is in cooking the sugar and 
water first and then putting the 
fruit into the boiling syrup just 
long enough to cook.

Of Middle East

‘‘The Muddle in the Middle 
East,” will be the subject this 
evening, Nov. 29, of Thomas 
B. W. Allen, author and lec¬ 
turer, as he presents another 
in the Community Forum Lec¬ 
ture series at Monrovia-Duarte 
High School, The lecture is set 
for 7:45 in the school auditor¬ 
ium. 

During World War II, Mr. Al¬ 
len was sent on confidential 
missions to the Middle East 
by the U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and was later “loaned” 
to the Iranian government as 
a member of the American Fi¬ 
nancial Commission. With his 
appointment as director gener¬ 
al of finances for Azerbaijan, 
Mr. Allen became directly re¬ 
sponsible for the welfare of 
some 5,000,000 people. 

Highlights of his service in 
Iran were the Teheran Confer¬ 
ences, the capture of German 
saboteurs in hiding among hos¬ 
tile tribes, and the Soviet-in¬ 
spired revolution and “Peoples’ 
Republic.”

Mrs. Hjordis Kittel Parker reports she experienced record-bre 
weather conditions throughout the trip. Some unusual w< 
phenomenon—snow, sleet, or rain—greeted her on all sev 
her opening lecture nights. Mrs. Parker, who offers film; 
talks on Norway, relates that 
in Chicago the weather was so 
severe she had to spend 2*4 
hours in a taxicab during a 
drive to Northpark College 
which should have taken only 
half an hour.

The lecturer will travel to 
Denver in January for a few 
more speaking engagements 
and then return for a lecture 
tour of the West Coast. She is 
billed for an appearance in 
Fullerton on Jan. 10.

Mrs. Paul B. Johnson, 720 Skyland Drive, who returned last 
year after several months of helping administer relief to 
200,000 Arab refugees in Palestine, will speak at Monday after¬ 
noon’s meeting (Dec. 3) of the Sierra Madre Friendship Club. 
The meeting is set for 2:30 p.m. at the Parkbouse. Mrs. Johnson 
will present a background of 
the refugee situation and show 
color slides 

She and her husband went 
to Gaza, Palestine, in Decem¬ 
ber, 1949, as members of the 
American Friends Service Com¬ 
mittee team which was respon¬ 
sible for administering relief 
under the United Nations. 

Mr. Johnson was director of 
the Quaker operation, which 
included more than 50 volun¬ 
teer team members from a doz¬ 
en different countries. 

Christmas trees and “My own responsibility was 
the Registry Office where we 
maintained the family records 
of the 200,000 refugees residing 
in the small area, under Egyp¬ 
tian military control,” Mrs. 

Johnson said in previewing her 
remarks for next Monday. 

The area, known as the “Gaza 
Strip,” is a piece of land 25 
miles long and not more than 
5 miles wide at the widest 
point. 

Mrs. Johnson explained that 
on May 1, 1950, the United 
Nations took over direct ad¬ 
ministration of the refugee pro¬ 
gram and the volunteer agen- . 
cies were able to withdraw.

Too many calls this month to 
be pleasing. Not that we are 
not willing to answer them— 
oh, no—it’s just that we are 
noticing the difference. At this 
time last yeaf we had received 
only six for the single month.

Despite the many calls we 
have had, we are still proud 
to boast of a low fire loss. 
That’s what counts. We must 
continue to realize that we are 
not immune from the dangers 
of fire. 

What starts as a small fire 
can develop to seriousness in 
just a few minutes. Fire fight¬ 
ers realize this and try to get 
to a fire at the earliest pos¬ 
sible time. Seconds count when 
reporting a fire. Don’t wait! 
When a fire starts, get word to 
the fire department as soon as 
possible. We will be glad to re¬ 
spond, and more pleased if we 
arrive and find the fire is un¬ 
der control or "out." 

Give us a chance to get there 
early if you can and we’ll be 
grateful to you. There are al¬ 
ways those who will criticize 
and say it was all wrong—but 
we are accustomed to that. 

At this time of year, the fire¬ 
men are very busy trying to 
get the ticket campaign over 
with and to get donations 
enough to finance the filling 
of the may stockings for the 
kiddies, who will be at the 
City Park on Christmas Eve.

An amendment to the over¬ 
night street parking - ordinance, 
authorizing special permits for 
"hardship cases” and their 
guests, was ordered drawn up 
by the City Council Tuesday 
night. 

The proposed change would 
allow residents not having off- 
street parking spaces to get 
permits to leave their cars 
parked on the streets for a 
period not to exceed six 
months. An investigation 
charge, for the police to de¬ 
termine if there actually are 
no parking facilities, was set 
at $1 a month or any fraction 
thereof. 

The council said that, with 
this amendment in effect, the 
present ordinance prohibiting 
other overnight parking will be 
enforced. In view of the many 
cases where nothing except the 
street is available for parking, 
the Police Department has not 
been enforcing the law which 
makes it illegal to have a car 
parked on the street longer 
than half an hour between 2 
a.m. and 4 a.m. 

Chief Gordon G. McMillan 
had recommended the amend¬ 
ment as a means of aiding en¬ 
forcement and providing for 
"hardship cases.” From a po¬ 
lice standpoint, he has said, it 
is desirable to have the streets 
clear of cars during some per¬ 
iod of the 24-hour day. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker pointed out Tuesday 
night that in Monterey Park, 
where the "permit system” has 
been tried, - petty thefts were 
reduced 70 per cent. Stolen cars 
are more easily recovered, it 
was said. 

Permits will be issued for 
six-month periods, where the 
need is shown, such periods to 
end on June 30 and Dec. 31 
of each year. 

For overnight guests, the 
councilman ruled, temporary 
permits may be issued for per¬ 
iods not to exceed three days. 


An exhibition of contempo¬
